The following is a concise statement of relevance of the non-English language 
documents. 

1 . Japanese Publication No. 1 1 -250577 discloses recording of recording data 
supplied from the buffer in the recording system and storage of reproduction data 
recorded in the disk into a buffer in the reproducing system are processed in parallel in a 
time-division manner, so that recording of an image/sound signal and reproduction of 
data stored in the disk are carried out simultaneously. 

2. Japanese Publication No. 25 12853 discloses a digital record and playback 
apparatus in which recording is started by a playback instruction signal supplied from the 
control signal generating circuit of the CD playback apparatus, and recording is ended by 
a playback end instruction signal supplied from the CD playback apparatus. 

3. Japanese Publication No. 5-101614 discloses an MD dubbing apparatus in 
which the MD recording/reproducing apparatus starts and ends recording based on a 
recording start signal and a reproduction end signal supplied through a control signal line.
